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DISTRICT HAS COMMODORE 


Commodore C. T. Simard, USN, com- 
mander of Naval Air Bases, Thirteenth Na- 
val District, was recently promoted to that 


rank from the rank of captain. (Picture 
above). 
Commodore Simard is well known 


throughout the Northwest, having had air 
commands here since September, 1942, fol- 
lowing his heroic defense of Midway Island 
against the attack of the Japanese fleet. 
When the Japs struck at Midway, Commo- 
dore Simard, who was then a captain, was 
in command of the Naval Air Station there. 
For his leadership in the defense of Mid- 
way, he received the Distinguished Service 
Medal and in addition a commendation 
from Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet. 

Under Commodore Simard‘'s command 
now are all shore-based Naval air activ- 
ities in the Thirteenth Naval District. 
Headquarters of Naval Air Bases, Thir- 
teenth Naval District( formerly known as 
Naval Air Center, Seattle), is at the Naval 
Air Station at Sand Point. 

Promotion of Commodore Simard gives 
the District its first naval officer of that 
rank since the rank was restored in April, 
1943, the rank having not been used since 
shortly after the close of the Spanish- 
American War. 

Born in Pleasanton, Calif., Commodore 
Simard is 49 yeas of age. He attended the 
University of California. He interupled 
his studies in his junior year to enlist in 
the U. 8S. Naval Reserve during World War 
I, winning his wings and being commis- 
sioned an ensign at Pensacola, Fla., October 
30, 1918. He transferred from Naval Re- 
serve to the Regular Navy in 1922.

Not all naval victories are won at sea 
with sixteen-inch guns. Some are slugged 
out with crane and shovel along unyielding 
coastlines. So runs the log of NAS, Tilla- 
mook—a record of everyday courage and 
achievement. 

Pre-Pearl Harbor 

Serviced for generations by sealanes, Til- 
lamook County, a dairy community tucked 
away in the folds of coastal river valleys, 
had no need for an airport. But as war 
clouds gathered over the Pacific, CAA bait 
interested air-minded citizens as early as 
July, 1941. 

By September, plans for the Tillamook 
County Airport had been drawn up by the 
CAA, the Army Intecepter Command, and 
the County Commissioners. 

Then December 7—The Japs struck. And 
the Oregon coastline was no longer a Sea- 
protected wilderness but a vulnerable front 
exposed to the enemy. 

Tillamook Selected 

With war declared, the Navy launched 
its full non-rigid airship program, and Til- 
lamook Valley, a natural pocket between 
California and the Straits of Juan de Fuca, 
was selected as a base for airship opera- 
ticns along the North Pacific coast. 

The County Commissioners and the U. S. 
Army Engineers turned over their options 
and plans to the Navy, and in April, 1942, 
the work of clearing erstwhile cow pas- 
tures, about three miles from the Oregon 
coast, began. 

Laying the Keel 

In June the Sound Construction Co. and 
Lt. Comdr. W. J. Stribling, Officer in 
Charge of Construction, arrived to startle 
™Hamook Valley out of its peaceful rou- 
tine. 

Employment offices were set up. Work

got under way with no formal ground 


breaking. By August, over two-million, 


cubic yards of gravel had been graded. Bar- 
racks, mess halls, and roads were under 
construction. A month later railroad con- 
nections were established with Tillamook. 

By October one of the mammoth airship 
hangars was being erected. With no pre- 
cedent for assembling or erecting the giant 
timber arched trusses, a ingenious crew 
evolved technigues of their own. 

As a semblence of a station emerged 
from the shifting swamplands, nature lash- 
ed out. The worst weather in 25 years ‘pre- 
vailed. Eighteen and five-tenths inches of 
rain fell during the month of November. 
Heavy equipment bogged down. Scaffold- 
ing was dangerously slippery. 

The good ship NAS, Tillamook, was liter- 
ally foundering when Commander Karl 
Lange reported from Moffett Field, Calif., 
to man the helm. 


Station-Squadron Commissioned 

On 1 December, 1942, 1200 Pacific War 
Time, in compliance with orders from the 
Commandant of the Thirteenth Naval Dis- 
trict, the Naval Air Station at Tillamook 
was placed in commission by Commander 
Karl Lang, USNR. His Executive Officer, 
Lt. W. R. Peeler, USN, was ordered to “set 
the watch” and NAST became a reality. 

Ten days later, Capt. Scott Peck, USN 
Fleet Airship Wing, commissioned the 
Squadron, placing Lt. Comdr. E. J. Sullivan, 
USN, in charge. 

During December over 19 inches of rain 
fell as drenched but dogged workmen con- 
structed the laundry, the Dispensary and 
the Recreation building. In January, 1943, 
15.79 inches of snow—the first in 30 years— 
fell. (Cont’d on Page 7)

Class “B” in World War I 


Although the DN-I was a failure, the 
Navy was intrigued with the possibilities 
of non-rigids and instructed Commander 
J. C. Hunsaker, Donald Douglas, and Lt. 
(later Rear Admiral) J. H. Towers, re- 
turned from Europe with information about 
English blimps, to design the Class “B” 
airship. 

With the threat of war in the air, only 
two months before America entered World 
War I, SecNav, Josephus Daniels, ordered 
construction started on these ships. 


Contractors Pool Efforts 

Several contractors met the emergency 
by pooling their facilities and experience. 
Goodyear built 9 ships, Goodrich, 5; the 
Connecticut Co., 2; while the Curtiss Aero- 
plane Co. furnished the fuselages and mo- 
tors. 

By June, 1918, all 16 airships were in op- 
eration patroling the Atlantic seaboard. 
Although only one or two sighted  sub- 
marines and dropped bombs, the “B” Ships 
were noteworthy for training 170 pilots. 
They also hung up a record with 13,600 
hours of patrol and some 400,000 miles with- 
out casualties. 


Specifications 
The “B” ship had a single Curtiss motor 
(1400 RMP), which kept a double-bladed

propeller in motion. Capable of achieving 
a speed of 41 knots, it cruised at 30. AlI- 
though it was designed for a 16 hr. patrol, 
one ship stayed out 40 hours. 

With a hull length of 1630 ft., diameter 
of 31.5 ft. and overall height of 46 ft., the 
“B” Ship (picture below) was smaller than 
the DN-I in some respects. 

Gas volume of 84,000 cu. ft. gave the ship 
a static useful lift of 1810 lbs. Empty, it 
weighed about 3690 lbs. 

Early Ships Crude 

These wartime ships were no more than 
elongated bags from which an _ airplane 
fuselage was suspended below the bag to 
keep the gasoline sparks away from the 
hydrogen gas. In the open cockpit only a 
windshield portected the pilot from the 
weather. 

Class “C” Called For 

In the Spring of 1918, with the increase 
of submarine activities, a larger type of 
airship, which could carry depth charges, 
was designed.
